This  metal  was  adopted  in 
place  of  gun  metal,  as  first  ordered,  after  a 
aeries  of  comparative  tests  of  the  two  metals 
niskle  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  of 
the  Admiralty  at  the  works  of  the  contrac¬ 
tor*  for  the  engines.  Iu  these  test  bar*  of 
both  metals,  one  inch  square,  were  placed 
on  -upper.*  twelve  inches  apart,  and  first 
subjected  to  a  steady  pressure  applied  in  the 
middle  of  the  bar*,  and  afterward  to  impact 
‘byA*fi'ghl  of  fifty  pounds  falling  from  a 
bright  of  five  feet.  With  a  steady  pressure 
thfi  gttu  metal  bars  slipped  between  tbe  sup¬ 
ports  or  broke  with*  strain  of  27  cwt.,  while 
the  manganese  bronze  bora  required  5-4  cwt. 
lo  break  them.  Tested  by  impact  the  gun 
moral  bars  broke  with  from  seven  to  eight 
blow*,  while  it  took  from  thirteen  to  seven- 
te-m  blows  to  break  the  manganese  bronze 
bafv  The  ultimate  bend  of  the  latter  was 
■.at  in  both  ease*  more  than  that  of  the  gun 
me'.al,  tha*  showing  faily  doable  the 
sUeogth  with  superior  toughness.  Tbe  ad-
